Councils ignore MPs’ concerns over 

vour fortnightly bin bag collections 


Julie axed 


COUNCILS that collect rub¬ 
bish once a fortnight say they 
have no plans to return to 
weekly pick-ups - despite a 
damning report by MPs. 

There is no proof that fortnightly col¬ 
lections encourage more recycling, 
according to the House of Commons’ 
local government committee. 

It said the health risks of leaving rub-

bish in the street for longer needed to 
be studied in more detail. 

In Kent, including Bromley and 
Bexley, more than a third of councils 
have already switched to alternating 
collections, so household waste is taken 
one week and materials for recycling 
the next. 


However, critics are concerned that 
leaving waste for up to two weeks 
increases the chances of it being target¬ 
ed by vermin. 

Across the UK, around 140 councils 
are carrying out fortnightly collections, 
in an attempt to reduce the amount of 
waste going into landfill. 

The Commons committee described 
plans for £20 recycling rewards and 
charges as too “timid” and likely to

Huge cost of PFI: 
can we pay it back? 



VALUE FOR MONEY? Safety concerns were

PRIVATE finance initiatives 
worth more than £525 million 
have been built or agreed in the 
last 10 years in Kent. 

Figures obtained in Parliament by a Tory 
MP revealed PFI projects completed and 
under way around the UK since 1997. 

They shed light on the billions of pounds 
being spent nationally on the controversial 
schemes. 

During the last decade, figures from the 
Treasury show a total of £525.57m was com¬ 
mitted to the capital cost alone of PFI pro¬ 
jects in Kent, including Bromley and Bexley 

Jacqui Lait, the Conservative MP for 
Beckenham, said she was worried about the 
massive debt being racked up by PFI. 

“I am seriously concerned about the impact 
on the whole of the UK economy of huge over¬ 
hang of spending that not only requires to be 
paid back but obviously is being charged 
interest,” she told Kent on Sunday 

Reckless 

The MP said she feared PFI could lead to 
“exceedingly reckless over-spending” if the 
Government was not careful. 

She added: “I don’t have a problem with the 
investment, so long as we can actually afford 
to pay it back.” 

The £525m figure does not include running 
costs for projects and interest. 

PFI was originally conceived by the 
Conservative Party under John Major but 
was embraced with gusto by Labour when it 
won power in 1997. 

Under the schemes, private companies 


raise capital for public projects. The 
Government then repays the money over a 
period of time. Often the amount repaid is 
three times the original cost, like a mortgage. 

Trade unions have argued that it is a form 
of privatisation by the back door and resent 
the fact that private firms are making huge 
profits at public expense. 

Shareholders made a hefty £3 7m in less 
than three years from the PFI contract to 
build and maintain the Darent Valley 
Hospital in Dartford. 

Safety 

Other Kent PFI projects include the £100m 
Sheppey Crossing, which triggered safety 
concerns from the police when it was opened 
a year ago. 

Corin Taylor, of the TaxPayers’ Alliance, 
told KoS that PFI deals were not good value 
for money “PFI comes at an enormous cost to 
taxpayers, which has to be paid back over 
many years,” he said. 

‘While it has the potential to cut delays to 
building projects, some are more suited to 
PFI than others and it is worrying that so 
many have gone over-budget. 

“Often this is because contracts aren’t prop¬ 
erly drawn up at the start and firms then 
make millions in refinancing deals when the 
spec changes.” 

But ministers say that PFI is the best 
way of delivering public projects quickly, 
and the scheme has been copied by govern¬ 
ments around the world such as Brazil and 
Norway 

Former Health Secretary Alan Milburn 
famously dismissed criticism of PFI by say¬ 
ing it was “the only show in town”. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown’s announce¬ 
ment this month that he wanted to see three 
million new houses built by 2020 was seen as 
a boost for new PFI deals.

Gurkhas to storm Afghanistan 


GURKHAS from Kent are to head out to 
war-torn Afghanistan. 

Defence Secretary Des Browne 
announced on Thursday that troops from 
the 1st Battalion Royal Gurkha Rifles, based 
at Shorncliffe, Folkestone, would be 
deployed in October as part of 52 Infantry 
Brigade. 

They will be part of a relief force replacing 
12 Mechanised Brigade. 

Mr Browne said there were likely to be 
some 7,800 British servicemen in 
Afghanistan by the end of the year. 

The Gurkhas’ deployment followed an 
announcement on Thursday morning that 
their pensions would be given a “significant” 
boost. 


The decision, which will cost some 
£6 million a year, will benefit 26,500 Gurkha 
pensioners, most of whom live in Nepal. 

Announcing the decision, Defence 
Minister Derek Twigg praised the reputation 
of Gurkhas, whose motto is “It is better to 
die than live like a coward”. 

Mr Twigg said: “The bravery and 
heroism of the Brigade of Gurkhas is world- 
renowned and they are fully deserving of 
this reputation. 

“Their continued significant contribution to 
operations around the globe has been and 
will continue to be greatly appreciated.” 

More than 100 of the tough Nepalese 
soldiers returned to Kent from a gruelling 
six-month tour of Afghanistan last October.

BBC presenter is 
axed from show 


BBC RADIO KENT has axed Julie Mad- 
docks, the presenter of its afternoon show, 
Kent on Sunday can reveal. 

The announcement was made at a staff 
meeting on Thursday. Our source said: “The 
station’s acting managing editor Mark 
Hayman said the station needed a change 
and would be looking for someone new. 

“It didn’t go down well with staff and there 
were quite a few outspoken people. 

“The station is supposed to be attracting 
more women, so why sack her?” 

But Miss Maddocks, 43, declined to com¬ 
ment on the management decision. Instead, 
she spoke of the “amazing support” she had 
received from her colleagues during her 14 
years at the BBC. 

Privileged 

Miss Maddocks last year revealed she had 
ovarian cancer. She had a hysterectomy and 
beat the disease. 

The Kent-born presenter said it would be a 
“difficult da/’ when she had to say goodbye 
to her loyal listeners when her contract 
expired in three months. 

“I will be really sad to leave -1 will be leav¬ 
ing my family behind,” she told KoS. 

“I’ve had an amazing time at BBC Radio 
Kent. It’s my home county and I have been 
thoroughly privileged to do this job as long as 
I have. It’s been a great experience.” 

She said the audience for her show, which 


is broadcast from 1.30pm-4.30pm, had grown 
“significantly’ during her time. 

It is understood Miss Maddocks was not 
given a specific reason for the decision not to 
renew her contract. However, it is known 
that management wanted a “reshuffle” as 
part of a “change of strategy’ for BBC Radio 
Kent. 

The corporation, which has had a bad week 
following revelations that it cheated viewers 
of its flagship charity programmes, could 
now face a backlash from listeners over the 
sacking. 

Mr Hayman said in a statement that Miss 
Maddocks had been a great asset to BBC 
Radio Kent. 

“We know some listeners will be sad to 
hear that she won’t be presenting the after¬ 
noon show after October,” he said. 

“While the decision regarding Julie’s con¬ 
tract was not taken lightly, the refreshing of 
station line-ups is not new. 

‘We have to constantly assess whether 
what we are providing is what our listeners 
want and sometimes this leads to significant 
changes. 

“Of course, as a valued member of the 
team, we hope Julie will continue to work on 
other projects for BBC Radio Kent.” 

The BBC has yet to appoint a replacement 
for the slot.

encourage more fly-tipping. 

MPs said that while the introduction of 
fortnightly rubbish collections was a matter 
for local choice, “alternative weekly collec¬ 
tions are clearly not appropriate to all areas, 
particularly highly urban areas charac¬ 
terised by much shared accommodation”. 

Canterbury brought in alternate week col¬ 
lections in 2005 to increase recycling and the 
city council says it has been a success. 

A spokesman said: “Recycling has 
increased and problems have been ironed out 
quickly. 

“Of course the odd issue still crops up - you 
can’t make 90,000 waste collections each 
week and not have the occasional problem - 
but things are generally going very well.” 

Swale Borough Council is in the process of 
switching and is currently rolling out blue 
bins for recyclable waste to residents. 

Practicality 

It expects the rate of recycling in Swale to 
increase from 15 per cent to more than 30 as 
a result. 

But Bexley Council is among the Kent 
authorities rejecting the idea of fortnightly 
rubbish pick-ups. 

A spokesman said: “Our view has always 
been that it is food waste that causes the 
most problems. We have introduced a sepa¬ 
rate weekly collection service for food and 
garden waste, which is turned into compost.” 

And a spokesman for Bromley Council 
said: “Fortnightly waste collections? 
Absolutely not.” 

Tonbridge Borough Council has been run¬ 
ning alternating collections for more than 
seven years, but unlike many other authori¬ 
ties, continues to collect food waste each week. 

The Local Government Association, which 
represents councils around the UK, has 
expressed concerns about alternate rubbish 
and recycling collections. 

Cllr Paul Bettison, chairman of the LGA’s

environment board, said: “Separate and 
weekly food waste collection is desirable in 
principle but there are serious issues of cost 
and practicality.” 

He called on the Government, producers 
and retailers to work together to reduce the 
amount of food waste being thrown away.

Stars to light 
up festival’s 
electric line¬ 
up of music 


KENT’S second major music festival of the 
summer is on course to be a sell-out. 

Seven out of 10 tickets have already been 
sold for Electric Gardens, which is taking 
place near Faversham in a fortnight’s time. 

It is into its second year after being estab¬ 
lished by promoter Marcus Wallis on his 
family’s 800-acre estate at Mount Ephraim. 

Jeff Gray, promotions manager for 
Maidstone-based ClubClass, is helping 
organise this year’s two-day event. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “All ages are wel¬ 
come - whether you’re six or 60. 

“We really want people to bring the fami¬ 


lies down and make a weekend of it.” 

Electric Gardens takes its name from an 
event Pink Floyd played at in the early 
1970s in Glasgow. The festival has room for 
up to 14,000 people over the weekend. 

Around 60 bands and 40 DJs are prepar¬ 
ing to play, including names like the Happy 
Mondays and Supergrass.

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Catastrophic flood 
made us an island 


A MASSIVE flood hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of years ago created the English 
Channel by sweeping away a range of 
hills. 

Research into the Biblical-style deluge started 
more than 12 months ago. And this week scientists 
revealed their findings that a sudden onrush of 
water over a 24-hour period left what we know as 
Britain, cut off from mainland Europe. 

The sonar study revealed the remains of a huge 
underwater valley running south west from Dover 
to France. 

It is believed this is all that is left of a range of 
chalk hills which connected Kent to the Pas de 
Calais region more than 200,000 years ago. 

The images reveal deep scars on the Channel bed 
that must have been cut by a sudden, massive dis¬ 
charge of water. 

Scientists said the torrent probably came from a 
giant lake in what is now the North Sea. 

Some event - perhaps an earthquake - 
caused the lake’s rim to breach at the Dover 
Strait, they believe. 

Dr Sanjeev Gupta, from Imperial College 
London, and colleagues said the discharge 
would have been one of the most significant 
mega-floods in recent history, and provides 
an explanation for Britain’s island status. 

“This event, or series of events, changed 
the course of Britain’s history,” Dr Gupta 
said. “If this hadn’t happened, Britain would 
always have been a peninsula of Europe. 

There would have been no need for a 
Channel Tunnel and you could always have 
walked across from France into Britain, as 
early humans did prior to this event.”

TV Channel 
trip backfires 

TOP Gear star Jeremy Clarkson has man¬ 
aged to ‘drive’ across the Channel in a spe¬ 
cially adapted 4x4 truck. 

The stunt was the latest of the hit BBC 
TV show’s challenges and saw his co-stars 
Richard Hammond and James May both 
fail in their bids to cross the world’s busiest 
shipping lane. 

Hammond, in a propeller powered VW 
camper van, sank and May’s Triumph 
Herald equipped with a sail tipped over. 
Both had to be recovered from the sea. 

But the team have come under fire from 
coastguards at Dover who labelled their 
antics “irresponsible” and criticised the trio 
for failing to check in regularly as requested. 

Clarkson at the wheel of his white Nissan 
with a 225-horsepower outboard motor 
reached the French coast. 

Joined by his two co-stars, the intrepid 
trio left the old hoverport at Dover’s 
Western Docks for the Continent. 

After reaching the beach they returned to 
the Kent coast by ferry. 

One coastguard told Kent on Sunday: “I 
know everything Clarkson does is a stunt, 
but this was a bit much. They should have 
been checking in every hour but they didn’t. 

“I think it’s totally irresponsible.”

MPs unsure over Iraq

A MAJOR cross-party poll of coun¬ 
ty MPs by Kent on Sunday has 
shown there is no consensus on the 
way forward in Iraq. 

Labour and Tory MPs agree that they want 
to see British soldiers leaving as soon as possi¬ 
ble, but few have any hope that it can be 
achieved in the next 12 months. 

The results of the poll will strengthen fears 
among the public and, in particular, families 
of servicemen in Iraq, that British forces 
could be bogged down in the country for 
many years to come. 

It came as a report from a group of senior 
politicians called for UK forces to be pulled 
out as soon as local security forces are trained 
in Iraq. 

Goals 

Lord Ashdown, who chaired the Iraq 
Commission which carried out the report, said 
America and Britain had set “ridiculously 
over-ambitious” goals. 

Foreign Secretary David Miliband respond¬ 
ed by saying he did not want to “get into the 
prediction game” about an exit strategy. 

Kent on Sunday asked county MPs when 
they thought British armed forces should 
leave Iraq and if it would be possible for them 
to go within 12 months. 

Paul Clark, Labour MP for Gillingham and 
Rainham, said: “I don’t think it’s appropriate

to set a timetable for the withdrawal of 
British troops. 

“We should ensure that the security situa¬ 
tion is stable enough for Iraqi forces to deal 
with before we withdraw our troops.” 

That was a view shared by Dr Howard 
Stoate, Labour MP for Dartford, who said: “I 
want them out as soon as possible, but only 
when the security situation in Iraq is stable 
enough to allow an orderly withdraw without 
a complete collapse into chaos.” 


Derek Wyatt, Labour 
MP for Sittingboume and 
Sheppey, said: “Having 
helped to create chaos we 
can’t simply leave without a 
security base.” 

But Derek Conway, Tory MP 
for Old Bexley and Sidcup, 
said: “The Iraqi government 
has had six years to get a grip 
of things. There are now con¬ 


flicting reports about whether their security 
services can handle what’s going on. 

“Their chief of security says ‘yes’, their prime 
minister says ‘yes’ some days and ‘no’ other 
days and I think now we’ve been there long 
enough.” 

Michael Howard, MP for Folkestone and 
Hythe, and former leader of the Conservative 
Party, said: “I don’t think it’s possible to put a 
timescale on it. There’s a job that needs to be 
done. When that job has been done the troops 
should come home.” 

And Jonathan Shaw, MP for Chatham and 
Aylesford, who is Labour’s most senior repre¬ 
sentative in Kent, said: “If you set a particu¬ 
lar date then that’s likely to be missed. It’s 
about getting the conditions right, rather than 
an arbitrary timetable.” 

Timescale 

Ann Widdecombe, Tory MP for 
Maidstone and The Weald, said: “It’s 
Bk no good saying they’ve got to be 
home by Christmas or within 12 
months. We’ve got to get the job 
done and get them home as quick¬ 
ly as possible.” 

Julian Brazier, Tory MP for 
Canterbury and Whitstable - 
\ and a former Territorial Army 
officer for 13 years - said he 
f thought a withdrawal within 12 
months could happen. 

“It should be possible to get down 
1 1 to a training mission only in that 
timescale, yes.” 

John Austin, Labour MP for Erith and 
Thamesmead - and co-chairman of the

Council for the Advancement of Arab- 
British Understanding - said: “It’s 
got to be an internationally-coordinat¬ 
ed withdrawal.” 

He added: “We need to be out within 
months rather than years.” 

However, Michael Fallon, Tory MP for 
Sevenoaks, said during a recent visit to 
Syria as part of a parliamentary dele¬ 
gation, the country’s President Bashar 
al-Assad had told him that a timescale 
of two years was more realistic. 

“There would be chaos if they left 
tomorrow,” said Mr Fallon. 

And the former minister Dr Stephen 
Ladyman, Labour MP for South 
Thanet, said: “I’d be surprised if we were 
completely out within three years.” 

The MoD said 162 British service¬ 
men and MoD civilian workers have 
died in Iraq since March 2003. 
According to the unofficial Iraq Body 
Count website, up to 74,013 civilians 
have been killed. 

Although the vast majority of Kent 
MPs voted in support of the invasion of 
Iraq, many now feel that it was a mis¬ 
take, not least because Saddam 
Hussein did not have any weapons of 
mass destruction. 

A total of 19 out of 24 Kent, Bromley 
and Bexley MPs backed the invasion 
in a House of Commons vote on March 
18, 2003. 

Damian Green, Tory MP for Ashford, 
said: “We were right to go in, but it was 
wrong not to have planned better for 
the aftermath.” 


Other Kent MPs, including 
Faversham and Mid-Kent’s Tory mem¬ 
ber, Hugh Robertson, agreed. 

The tank commander in the 1990-91 
Gulf War said: “It was certainly a mis¬ 
take to invade without clear plans for 
the aftermath, but I don’t think any¬ 
body expected it to turn out as badly as 
it has done.” 

Some Kent MPs said that the Iraq 
war had made Britain less safe and 
made it more of a target for terrorists. 

Gwyn Prosser, Labour MP for Dover 
and Deal, said: “Because there’s so 
much resentment over our presence 
there and because there’s so much 
agony being suffered by the innocent 
local population, those young men who 
in the past were good and devout 
Muslims are now more easily led into 
the perverted form of Islam which 
turns out terrorists and murderers.” 

Mistake 

Adam Holloway, Tory MP for 
Gravesham, was an Army officer in the 
Gulf War and reported on the invasion 
of Iraq in 2003 for ITN. 

He said: “Most of the things we’ve 
done since September 11 have served 
to remove the huge reservoirs of good¬ 
will that Britain and other countries 
had within the Middle East.” 

Roger Gale, Tory MP for North 
Thanet: “What we and the Americans 
have done is probably to provide the 
best recruiting sergeant to the 
extremists that we could have given 


them. We’ve given them a cause for 
which people are prepared to martyr 
themselves for.” 

However, Jacqui Lait, Tory MP for 
Beckenham, disagreed. She said: 
“Terrorism by Islamists was going to 
happen anyway. It had happened 
before Iraq when they attacked the 
Twin Towers.” 

And Bob Neill, Tory MP for Bromley 
and Chislehurst, said: “I believe we 
would still face a significant terrorist 
threat even if we hadn’t invaded 
Iraq.” 

Greg Clark, Tory MP for Tunbridge 
Wells, and David Evennett, Tory MP 
for Bexleyheath and Crayford, said 
they did not want to comment. 

War hero Colonel Tim Collins con¬ 
demned a “lack of leadership” for the 
Government’s failure to come up with 
an exit strategy for Iraq. 

Col Collins, who is now retired 
from the Army and lives in 
Whitstable, told KoS: “The lack of 
leadership on foreign policy means 
no-one has any idea what the inten¬ 
tion is or what we’d like to happen. 

“Nobody has any idea even what we’d 
like to see Iraq like. There is just no for¬ 
eign policy - it’s a dangerous vacuum.” 

He claimed that weak opposition in 
Parliament meant there was no 
incentive for the Government to come 
up with withdrawal plans.

Paul Carter’s experience of the Peking to Paris 
Motor Challenge 2007 was very different to his day 
job of running Britain’s largest shire council. 

The leader of Kent County Council set off for 
Paris from Beijing’s Tiananmen Square 
in China in May. He spent five weeks 
covering 8,000 miles in a 1936 Bentley 
Derby 4.25. 

He and co-driver Vincent Fairclough, 
a director of housebuilder Harrow 
Estates, travelled through countries 
such as Siberia, Russia, Estonia and 
Lithuania, doing more than 400km on 
most days. 

They were retracing the route taken 
by a handful of European aristocrats in 
1907. 

Cllr Carter, 52, who regularly races 
classic cars, said they began driving at 
about 7am on most days and would 
reach camp at about 7pm, only to face 
two hours of maintenance on the car. 
They had six rest days. 

The most difficult part of the rally 


was across the barren Gobi Desert, which is in 
Mongolia and China. The pair drove at up to 
80mph on dirt tracks for a 74km stretch of the 
desert. 

“It was an hour and 35 minutes of total concen¬ 
tration, as fast as you can go, making sure you 
were picking the right terrain that didn’t end up in 
disaster,” said Cllr Carter. 

“A lot of cars had irreparable chassis damage. We 
were lucky - we got to camp and the car was OK.” 

And shortly after finishing the desert stage, a 
sandstorm began sweeping through the area. 

However, they were less fortunate in a 
Mongolian village, where a group of youths hurled 
stones at the car, smashing the windscreen. 

“These things happen,” said Cllr Carter, who 
emphasised that the vast majority of people they 
met on their travels were hospitable. 

He and his co-driver finished third overall in the 
pre-1941 model cars category, ahead of more than 
70 other cars. 

It was the result of more than three years of 
planning, and Cllr Carter said he would like to 
enter a similar contest in the future. 

Cllr Carter and Mr Fairclough have raised more 
than £15,000 for charity.

Ratings obsession 
‘led to BBC crisis’ 


THE BBC’s “ruthless pursuit” of greater 
audiences has led to its crisis in public trust, 
according to a Kent media commentator. 

The corporation is facing its biggest-ever 
scandal after admitting it deceived viewers 
of its flagship programmes. 

Children in Need, Comic Relief and Sport 
Relief all featured fake competition winners, 
the BBC said. 

The revelation came after the BBC’s apolo¬ 
gy to the Queen, for broadcasting misleading 
footage that cast her in a bad light. 

The corporation was also fined £50,000 last 
week for falsifying the results of a Blue Peter 
competition. 

Tim Luckhurst, Professor of Journalism at 
the University of Kent, said the corporation’s 
“ruthless pursuit” of bigger audiences had 
spectacularly backfired. 

He blamed BBC executives for failing to 
reign in ambitious young producers who made 
programmes without applying the broadcast¬ 
er’s long-standing ethical standards. 


Mr Luckhurst said Director General Mark 
Thompson and his team had placed such pri¬ 
ority on ratings that many producers 
believed the end justified the means if it 
resulted in higher viewing figures. 

“Desperate to secure the future of the 
licence fee, the BBC has gone downmarket in 
a bid to beat commercial competitors at their 
own game,” said Mr Luckhurst, a former BBC 
correspondent and newspaper executive. 

“Sadly, the gold standard of quality has 
been diluted. Yes, the BBC still makes some 
excellent television. That is why it is worth 
saving. But it also makes more bad pro¬ 
grammes than ever before and, in doing so, 
risks the very licence fee that the dumbing- 
down is designed to protect.” 

The BBC Trust, which oversees the corpo¬ 
ration, said it was “deeply concerned that sig¬ 
nificant failures of control and compliance 
within the BBC have compromised the 
BBC’s values of accuracy and honesty”.

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Massive rise in 
the use of kids’ 
‘chemical cosh’

NEW figures show a large 
increase in the number of 
prescriptions for controver¬ 
sial drugs, known as “kiddie 
cocaine”, being given to chil¬ 
dren. 

The drugs are used to treat the 
Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD) condition and are 
known to cause worrying side effects 
from nervousness to aggression. 

According to figures released under 
the Freedom of Information Act, the 
amount of ADHD drugs being pre¬ 
scribed to Kent children has increased 
by 14 per cent in the last year. 

The NHS in Kent said it followed 
the recommendations of the National 
Institute for Clinical Excellence 
(NICE) when prescribing ADHD 
drugs, which are sometimes known a 
the “chemical cosh”. 

One of the recommended drugs is 
methylphenidate hydrochloride, bet¬ 
ter known by its brand name Ritalin, 
which can cause a range of side effects 
from loss of appetite and restlessness 
to hallucinations and psychosis. 

The institute is currently review¬ 
ing its recommendations, with a 
report due in a year’s time. 

NICE documents note the use of 
stimulants to treat children has 
proved controversial and that pre¬ 
scriptions across the country have

risen from 220,000 in 1998 - costing 
the NHS £5 million - to 418,300 in 
2004, costing £13m. 

More than £876,000 was spent in 
Kent on the drugs last year. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) increased its 
ADHD drug prescriptions by 5,072 
last year - nearly double the amount. 

The NHS Business Services 
Authority confirmed the figure, 
although it has been disputed by the 
trust. 

The PCT said it only gave out 806 
more prescriptions last year, which 
represents an increase of 12 per cent. 


A spokesman said: “It is difficult to 
speculate the reason for any increase 
in a prescription rate but some 
ADHD drugs are ‘controlled’ which 
means the number that can be given 
in any single prescription is limited to 
28 each time, so more prescriptions 
may be needed to meet the demand.” 

The drugs “do incur side effects for 
some people” and doctors discuss 
these with parents so an informed 
decision can be made, he said. 

West Kent PCT showed a similar 
trend with doctors writing 1,108 
more prescriptions. 

Pseudo-science 


The figures were obtained by the 
Citizens Commission on Human 
Rights, an anti-psychiatry group 
sponsored by the controversial 
Church of Scientology. 

The commission has been severely 
critical of current ADHD treatment 
and has called into question the dis¬ 
order’s existence. 

It has also campaigned against the 
use of the drug, Prozac. 

Scientology, based on the works of 
science fiction writer, L Ron 
Hubbard, is against the use of drugs 
to treat mental problems. 

In 2005, the leading Scientologist, 
Tom Cruise described psychiatry as a 
pseudo-science and criticised Brooke 
Shields for using anti-depressant 
drugs to treat her post-natal depres¬ 
sion. 
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The unbreakable bonds 
with our premature baby

AS HE BOUNCES around on fur¬ 
niture it is hard to imagine that 
when toddler Benjamin was bom 
he weighed only 2.6 pounds and 
was smaller than his father’s hand. 

The 20-month-old from East Mailing, like 
one in eight babies in the UK, was bom pre¬ 
maturely. 

Advances in technology mean hospitals are 
equipped to give babies like Benjamin the best 
possible chances of survival. 

But research by premature baby charity 
Bliss has shown it is often difficult for parents 
to bond with their babies and this can have a 
long-lasting effect on their relationship with 
their new arrival. 

Awareness 

Luckily, Benjamin’s parents Alan and Zoe 
Newton were able to become physically close 
with him even as he spent three weeks in an 
incubator. 

Mr Newton has shared the traumatic expe¬ 
rience of his son’s birth and recovery at 
Maidstone Hospital to generate awareness 
about the problems parents of premature 
babies can face. 

The 29-year-old, who works in IT for a 
London record label, told how when Benjamin 
was bom by caesarean at 31 weeks he was 
“scarily tiny’. 

He said: “His whole hand could barely reach 
around my little finger. But he was so perfect.” 

It was a terrifying time but from early on 
Mrs Newton, a 30-year-old teacher, was given 
opportunities to be with her child. 

“After Zoe was stitched up she was taken to

the special care unit and she managed to have 
a quick cuddle with him. 

“And the nurses took picture of him so she 
could have them by her bed,” Mr Newton said. 

He praised the “amazing” work of the doc¬ 
tors and nurses, who encouraged the couple to 
change their son’s nappy, wash and feed him 
where possible. 

“It was hard but I am sure if we had not had 
the chance of bonding as we did it would have 
been difficult, especially for Zoe,” he said. 

Mr Newton explained how his wife also used 
a technique called kangaroo care’.

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He said: “Zoe would pop him down her top 
and put him on her heart, which really 
helps them get better quicker and always 
stopped him crying. I don’t know why it 
helped exactly but I suppose he got used to 
the heartbeat while he was inside her.” 

Bliss has now teamed up with Fairy Non 
Bio and launched the Support 1 in 8 cam¬ 
paign, which aims to raise awareness about 
the bonding techniques available to parents 
of special care babies. 

Asked why not all parents get as close to 
their child as he and his wife did, Mr Newton 
said: “Different hospitals have different 
thoughts on how much parents can do. 

“Parents are worried about how delicate 


their baby is don’t want to be in the way but 
bonding in the early stages is vital.” 

He said parents should ask staff if they 
can feed and change their baby if the oppor¬ 
tunity is not offered. 

The stress and challenges of a premature 
baby has left the couple frightened to try for 
a second child but they have not ruled it out 
completely. 

And Mr Newton said they have enough 
on their hands with Benjamin, who is now 
doing well. 

“He is very adventurous and likes climb¬ 
ing all over the sofas. Unless he’s poorly, he 
always has a smile on his face,” he added.

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World’s worst 
bank robber

AN INCOMPETENT bank rob¬ 
ber has been jailed for nine-and-a- 
half years after a string of idiotic 
mistakes. 

Terence Cole’s spree of shambolic raids 
finally came to a sorry end after he wagged 
his finger at a terrified bank clerk - leaving 
behind his fingerprint on her protective 
screen. 

The 50-year-old, who was jailed by a judge 
at Maidstone Crown Court this week, was 
doomed from the start. 

He had constructed an elaborate disguise 
to obscure his face, but blew his cover on all 
five jobs by completing the outfit with a fluo¬ 
rescent yellow high visibility jacket, normal¬ 
ly worn by workers to stand out in the dark. 

Cole’s first bungle came when he raided 
Lloyds TSB in Chatham on December 5 last 
year. 

He got the first part correct - demanding 
“Give me all the money’ - but as he slapped 
his empty swag bag on the counter, a scarf 
covering his face fell down and he ran off 
empty-handed. 

Mistake 

Ten days later, on December 15, there was 
another raid - and another mistake - for Cole. 

He hit the Halifax in nearby Strood to 
demand money from a cashier, but fled 
empty-handed after Carly Glover, a brave 
cashier, activated a security screen which 
slammed down sending bank notes and 
leaflets flying into the air. 

The security screen also trapped Cole’s bag, 
which he had to leave behind. 

The only thing Cole managed to do right 
was get out of the bank before the teller could 
hit the automatic door lock system. 

But his biggest mistake was yet to come. 

On the same day as the previous raid, Cole

stormed into the neighbouring Nationwide 
building society in Strood and could not 
resist wagging his digit at the cashier as he 
warned: “You better not lock me in.” 

As he wagged he finger he touched the pro¬ 
tective screen, leaving his dab as evidence for 
police who caught him after entering his fin¬ 
gerprint onto the police computer which had 
details of four previous bank robberies which 
he was jailed for in the 1990s. 

Cole, from Chatham, raided two other 
banks before Christmas, stealing nearly 
£ 8 , 000 . 

Soon after, he was arrested, wearing his 
high-visibility jacket, as he stood outside the 
Chelsea Building Society in Strood planning 
his next robbery. 

Judge Michael Lawson told Cole: “You have 
four previous convictions for robbery, all in 
the 1990s. You terrified cashiers on those 
occasions and you terrified cashiers on these 
occasions.”

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Town halls ‘get 
the last word on 
quango’s plans’ 

LOCAL councils will have the final say on 
plans put forward by the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda), 
according to a government minister. 

Jonathan Shaw, Labour MP for Chatham 
and Aylesford - and Minister for the South 
East - was answering criticism about pow¬ 
ers being handed to Seeda. 

It is gaining the planning powers lost by 
the South East England Regional 
Assembly, an unelected quango, which is 
being scrapped. 

Seera will be phased out by 2010, but the 
move was attacked because Seeda is also an 
unelected quango. 

Mr Shaw said Seeda will be accountable: 
“Seeda’s plans will have to be approved by 
councils and that’s wholly desirable.” 

The way in which councils would decide 
upon any proposals put forward by Seeda 
was up to them, said the MP. 

Cllr Keith Mitchell, Seera’s chairman, 
attacked the Government for getting rid of 
the body. He said ministers were transfer¬ 
ring the power to development agencies to 
bypass councils’ opposition to their building 
plans for the South East. Seera is made up of 
112 members, including elected councillors 
nominated by local authorities.

WANT to be king of the jungle in 
the business world? 

Now you can, with a new course that 
gives businessmen and women the chance 
to interact with gorillas, big cats and rhinos. 

Corporate men and women can improve 
their “emotional intelligence” and leader¬ 
ship skills, according to the founders of the 
training course. 

Former Ticketmaster director Spencer 
Phillips, his wife, Mandy Cresswell-Phillips 
and Belinda Wakeling are behind the 
23Twelve Development Experience. 

Working with the Aspinall Foundation 
and Port Lympne wild animal park, the 
course encourages top business people to 
learn from the way animals communicate. 

They must leave behind their Blackberry 
phones, executive cars and comfort zones 
for the duration of the two-day course. 

Buzzword 

Mr Phillips said the ability to communi¬ 
cate with colleagues and other employees is 
often overlooked in business at a senior level. 

Learning from the animals and their 
keepers, helps people become better man¬ 
agers and leaders, he said. 

“Gorillas are a great example because 
they rarely fight or lose their temper. They 
understand about showing respect, which 
helps people think more and understand 
what is going on around them,” he said. 

The training is about empathy but also 
teamwork, said Mr Phillips. 

A range of wild animals, including rhinos 
and big cats, are used. Delegates work with 
the keepers observing feeding times and the 
keepers explain the behaviour of the animals. 

The training exercise at Port Lympne is 
designed to improve “emotional intelli¬ 
gence” - the ability to perceive, assess and 
manage the emotions of others and the cur¬ 
rent buzzword floating around the HR 
departments of companies worldwide. 

“Some people do not have the ability to 
empathise or read body language,” Mrs 
Cresswell-Phillips said. 

By combining training techniques with 
looking at how animals communicate, emo¬ 
tional intelligence can be improved, she said. 

The company is in its infancy but Mr 
Phillips said trial runs have gone well and 
they are in the process of taking bookings. 

“Even overseas companies are interested. 
It has really captured people’s imagina¬ 
tions, it is unique,” he said. 



The idea for the course sprang from Mr 
Phillips’ lifelong love of gorillas. 

After the couple moved to Boughton 
Aluph, near Ashford, three years ago, he 
would spend hours at Port Lympne watch¬ 
ing the magnificent primates. 

Mr Phillips said: ‘When you spend an 
awful lot of time there you see an amazing 
bond between the keepers and their animals. 

“Obviously they don’t speak but they dis¬ 
play the body language we do. 

“They live in family groups with a hierar¬ 
chy - for instance the male silverback goril¬ 
la always eats first.” 

The course costs £1,115 and a percentage 
is donated to the Aspinall Foundation. 

The foundation helps protect endangered 
animals around the world and supports 
returning them to their natural habitats.

Speed limits under review 


Le Tour de triomphe! 


The first stage of the Tour de France, which passed through Kent on 
Sunday 8 July, proved to be a Tour de Force for Kent Highway Services. 

Two million people turned out to line the streets and cheer on the riders 
which was the best possible result for the behind-the-scenes team, who 
spent more than a year preparing for the big day. 

In glorious sunshine, Kent looked great, as aerial pictures of packed 
Wealden villages and the colourful throng of spectators at Canterbury’s 
thrilling finish, were beamed to a world-wide TV audience. 

But this could not have happened without the dedicated work of a team 
of over 4,000 people including staff from Kent Highway Services who 
managed the traffic and crowds along the route, in co-operation with Kent 
Police and other District and Borough councils. 

Having confirmed the route with the French organisers well in advance, the 
highway team swung into action to prepare the way in the weeks leading up 
to the race. This involved the mammoth task of putting out 6o kilometres of 
safety barriers to protect the crowds, 3,000 hay bales to protect the riders, 
10,000 traffic cones, and 8,000 traffic and information signs. 

Kent Highways Services had a mammoth task of arranging the closure of 
more than 150 miles of Kent’s roads and about 1,300 junctions to enable 
Le Tour to pass through safely. This was a real logistical challenge to make 
sure residents and businesses were aware of what was going on and to 
ensure the tour passed without any problems. The back-up services were 
staggering, with more than 100 coaches ferrying staff around, 
communication systems to keep everyone informed, as well as first aid 
facilities and suitable plans in case of an emergency. Kent Highway 
Services took on extra staff in the Contact Centre, who dealt with more 
than 7,500 calls over the weekend, 87% of which were dealt with directly. 

Kent Highway Services, together with Canterbury City Council, was also 
involved in preparing the Stage One finish area. Robbie McEwen, the 
winner of the day’s race, said that he had never seen crowds like the ones 
he had seen that day! 

So, it was all worth it! While the French organisers have said that this was 
one of the best race stages in its history, for the people of Kent and the 
many visitors, this was a great day out.

Traffic speed limits on ‘A’ and ‘B’ roads in an area south of Maidstone are 
under scrutiny, in a pilot that will form the basis of a countywide review. 
In-depth studies into speed profiles, crash levels and the volume of traffic on 
roads are being used to check whether current speed limits are appropriate 
and to assess if any need to be changed. 

Speed is a major factor in death and serious injury, particularly on rural roads 
where there are no pavements. Kent Highway Services’ challenge is to 
convince motorists that there are very good reasons for the speed limits 
and to make motorists aware of hidden dangers such as pedestrians and 
horses. By delivering a consistent approach across the county, we hope 
to achieve this, so that wherever you are, you instinctively 
understand what the limit is, without even seeing a sign. 

The initial pilot, involving approximately 140km of highway, is the 
first step in a comprehensive review of Kent’s roads. It covers 
a mixture of rural and urban roads and its goal is to achieve 
the right balance between speeds that are both safe and 
acceptable to road users. 

Consultation with parish councils and local residents 
is an important part of the assessment process 
and it is hoped that the experience gained from 
this pilot will help Kent Highway Services 
develop a comprehensive programme for 
all our ‘A’ and ‘B’ roads.

ONE of Tony Blair’s most 
outspoken critics is to stand 
down as a Member of 
Parliament. 

The maverick backbencher Bob 
Marshall-Andrews, a leftwing QC, 
made the announcement on 
Wednesday after writing to the chair¬ 
man of the Medway Labour Party. 

The 63-year-old admitted his time 
at Westminster had not been “entire¬ 
ly calm” - a reference to his persistent 
criticism of Mr Blair over Iraq and 
what he saw as the curtailment of 
this country’s historic civil liberties. 

He said: ‘Whilst I have supported 
the majority of the Government’s 
programmes and initiatives - partic¬ 
ularly in relation to the economy and 
public service - I have also strongly 
opposed other attempted legislation. 

“Overwhelmingly this has concerned 
civil liberty and, of course, Iraq.” 

Figures show he has rebelled against 
the Government 134 times since 2001, 
often attracting the ire of fellow 
Labour MPs. In November, 2005, he 
nearly came to blows with Labour MP 
Jim Dowd in the Commons lobby on 
the evening of a debate on controver¬ 
sial terror legislation. 

In his letter to the constituency 
chairman, Mr Marshall-Andrews 
highlighted the importance of 
Parliament in scrutinising the deci¬ 
sions of the Cabinet and Prime 
Minister. 

“I have always maintained that

people enter politics with one of two 
broad motivations: to achieve power 
or to control it. 

“I have always believed passionate¬ 
ly in the second, (which is probably 
fortunate). For this reason I have 
been proud and content to serve my 
term on the backbenches attempting 
to scrutinise the Executive. 

“I believe that this is the primary 
and essential role of Parliament.” 

He predicted the Labour 
Government would prosper under 
Gordon Brown. 


“The beginning has been auspi¬ 
cious with a stated aversion to ‘spin’ 
and duplicity and proposals to assert 
the role of Cabinet and Parliament,” 
he said. “I hope we will also see an 
end to statutory curtailment of his¬ 
toric civil liberties.” 

Mr Blair’s apparent eagerness to 
curtail these freedoms had damaged 
the Labour Party, said Mr Marshall- 
Andrews, who will stand down before 
the next election. 

“Although not widely articulated, 
this authoritarian hallmark of recent 
government has cost us considerable 
support.” 

He said he had immensely enjoyed 
his decade-long tenure as MP for 
Medway. 

Gregarious 

“This has been made possible by the 
wonderful friendship and support to 
which I have referred, by the endur¬ 
ing goodwill of Medway’s constituents 
- whatever their politics - by the 
assistance of our press and media and 
by my outstanding staff who I will 
ultimately miss a great deal.” 

Mr Marshall-Andrews, who is 
regarded as a gregarious and con¬ 
vivial character, entered Parliament 
at the third attempt in 1997. 

On election night in 2005 he wrong¬ 
ly announced he had lost his seat. 

It is understood he is leaving 
Westminster to spend more time 
with his family. 

A friend said: “He had to make a 
decision either way and eventually 
decided to stand down.” 
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F aint praise for Bloom debut 


ORLANDO Bloom’s eagerly-antici¬ 
pated West End debut has met with 
mixed reviews. 

The Canterbury-born actor is 
appearing in the revival of David 
Storey’s In Celebration, a downbeat 
drama set in the home of a Yorkshire 
mining family, at the Duke of York’s 
theatre. 

First night verdicts varied from 
positive to downright scathing. 

Telegraph critic Charles Spencer 
said he would only recommend the 
play to his worst enemy, describing it 
as “two-and-a-half hours of punish¬ 
ing pessimism”. 

Of the moustachioed Bloom, Mr 
Spencer wrote: “He spends the entire 
evening looking pale and interesting. 
It’s not a challenging role but he 
remembers his lines and doesn’t 
bump into the furniture.” 


He added: “This is the kind of show 
that sends you into the night wonder¬ 
ing whether to slit your wrists at 
once or wait until you get back 
home.” 

Benedict Nightingale of The Times 
was more appreciative. He praised 
the revival and said “Storey’s work 
isn’t just alive but has a kick capable 
of separating today’s audiences from 
their emotional teeth”. 

The Daily Mail’s Quentin Letts 
said Bloom “showed fine sensitivity 
with his part”, but Paul Callan of the 
Daily Express said he was disap¬ 
pointed by the 30-year-old’s debut. 

“This is not entirely his fault,” 
added Mr Callan. 

“The part of Steven is too small and 
lacks the opportunity for spreading 
any dramatic wings.” 

The play runs until September 30.

School rebuild shortlist named 


THE PRIVATE firms bidding to win 
the £500 million contract to overhaul 
and replace schools in Gravesham, 
Thanet and Swale have been 
revealed. 

Kent County Council has 
announced the consortia short-listed 
for the first of its Building Schools for 
the Future programmes. 

The first stage of BSF will refur¬ 
bish and rebuild all the secondary 
schools in the three districts. The pro¬ 
gramme will also see “substantial” 


investment in computer facilities. 

The short-listed consortia are Land 
Securities Trillium, formally known 
as Investors in the Community (LS 
Trillium/Northgate), and Skanska 
RM (Skanska/RM). 

Cllr Paul Carter, leader of KCC, 
said: “This is a major milestone in an 
ambitious project to radically trans¬ 
form all of our secondary schools 
within 15 years. 

“The announcement of the short¬ 
list, like the project itself, is ahead of 


schedule and our progress is far more 
advanced than other local authorities 
in the country.” 

About £1.8 billion will eventually 
be invested in schools across the 
county under BSF, with the aim of 
boosting standards for pupils and 
teachers. 

Cllr Carter added: “Giving young 
people the best possible start in life is 
my top priority and this scheme will 
provide 21st century facilities, for 
today’s students.”

The concert tour will raise money for 
the school, named after the former crown 
colony’s first Prime Minister, Sir Milton 
Margai. It is the country’s only regis¬ 
tered blind school and has around 80 
pupils and depends on overseas dona¬ 
tions to stay open. Life is hard for ordi¬ 
nary Sierra Leoneans but particularly so 
for the disabled and the school often 
struggles to pay for food and utilities. 

It is twinned with Dorton House 
School for the Blind in Sevenoaks, which 
is also home to the Royal London Society 
for the Blind.

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Our saviours of the sea 

ESME Anderson raced away from the 
harbour at 20 knots, heading out to 
sea and unsettled afternoon rain and 
gloom. 

Aboard the vessel - Ramsgate’s Trent class 
offshore lifeboat - four damp volunteer crew, hud¬ 
dled in their oilskins on the back deck, were crack¬ 
ing jokes about never going boating in wet and 
windy conditions or, heaven forbid, at night. 

Low grey clouds were scudding overhead and 
forked lightning cracked the skyline. To starboard, 
the notorious Goodwin Sands were pointed out to 
me as “just over there”. It was easy to get a real 
sense of the danger if things started to cut up rough. 

And then, from the bridge, coxswain Ian Cannon 
pointed the lifeboat straight towards the perilous 
sandbanks. 

This was only a training run but even with the 
crew’s good-humoured banter there was a feeling 
of the grit of what a real ‘shout’ must be like. 

Commissioned in 1994, RNLB Esme Anderson 
carries a working crew of seven - five volunteers, 
a full-time coxswain and mechanic. Once aboard 
you quickly realise it is ready for instant service. 

Family 

Every single part of the 42ft-long boat is well 
ordered and highly maintained, the design refined 
through generations of experience. 

Mr Cannon, 33, lives within a mile of the harbour 
and follows in a long family tradition. His father, 
Ron, was the Ramsgate coxswain for 25 years. 

His grandfather was a full-time mechanic for 
the Royal National Lifeboat Institution (RNLI), 
while his brother, Paul, is the second coxswain. 
“It runs in the blood”, explained Mr Cannon, 
himself a father-of-four, with a dry smile.

before they arose in a critical, potentially life- 
threatening situation. 

The crew wrestled competently with its 
weight and awkward shape and the anchor 
plunged into the water, its line run out to ensure 
a hold on the seabed, before the heavy monster 
was hauled back aboard with the aid of the 
powerful deck winch. 

With the crew bantering throughout, it was 
easy to lose sight of the likelihood that next time 
they could be attempting this in rough seas. 

Suddenly, a loud claxon began blaring: the 
man overboard alarm. A fender was spotted, 
already 600ft away and drifting quickly into 
the distance. 

Crew member Harvey Cole, first to see it, 
never let his eyes leave it. He told me how vital 
this is: “You can lose sight of a person between 
waves in a second and never regain contact,” he 
said. The fender was swiftly recovered. 

But the boat’s coxswain had devised another 
surprise. Down below was a ‘casualty with a 
broken leg, said Mr Cannon. 

Stretcher 


He had fallen to the foot of a steep set of 
stairs leading to the engine room. How would 
the crew move him? 

Again, teamwork was needed to lift a stretch¬ 
er almost vertically from below deck. It was 
tackled with characteristic good humour, with 
the ‘casualty grinning throughout. 

The crew have been trained in advanced first 
aid, with the RNLI footing the cost. 

Then it was back to Ramsgate after two 
hours of intense activity. During our return 
journey Mr Cannon asked me to remember a 
simple piece of safety advice. 

“Don’t ever think it will never happen to you”, 
he warned. A recent rescue by the Esme 
Anderson was a case in point. 

Last year, a rigid hull inflatable boat with 13 
sengers and a cam¬ 
era crew had to be 
lifted off the northern 
tip of the Goodwin 
Sands after their boat 
was swamped by a ris¬ 
ing tide. Hiey had been 
having a game of cricket on the 
exposed sandbank. 

That was one of 80 call-outs in 12 
months, making 2006 the Ramsgate lifeboat’s 
busiest year ever. Most of them were to pleasure 
craft during the Bank Holiday weekends. 

The common mistake is to misjudge the 
strength of the tidal stream that curls around 
this constricted part of the Channel. 

At the north end of the Goodwin Sands a 
spring tide can run at speeds of up to eight 
knots - driving yachts returning from Calais 
onto the sandbank before their skippers realise 
what has happened. 

“Allow for strong tides and don’t allow your¬ 
self to become confused by the number of buoys 
in the area,” is Mr Cannon’s warning. 

Further advice so often ignored is ensuring 
every person on board has a proper life jacket, 
and that the boat has up-to-date flares and a 
reliable VHF radio. 

As the crew tied RNLB Esme Anderson up 
there was a final request. The RNLI is a chari¬ 
ty and not assisted by government grants. 

They are proud of this status, but remain 
entirely dependent on donations from the pub¬ 
lic. Please give generously and help keep them 
smiling as they head out on another shout.

Pensions 
fund is 
poleaxed 
on cost 
grounds

THE FUTURE is unclear for former steel¬ 
workers who lost their pensions when their 
plant went bust after proposals to reim¬ 
burse them were killed off in Parliament. 

Labour MPs in the House of Commons 
voted against proposals for a “lifeboat fund” 
last week and invoked a rare procedure to 
stop further debate. 

The plans had been due to go to the 
House of Lords this week, but ministers 
prevented that by using parliamentary 
privilege to argue the proposed fund had 
large implications for public spending. 

Steelworker and pensions campaign 
Andrew Parr, from the Isle of Sheppey, said 
the MPs who opposed the fund had “ignored 
their own consciences” when they voted. 
The amendment to the Pensions Bill was 
beaten by 303 to 253 votes. 

The lifeboat fund would have made use of 
unclaimed assets or a Treasury loan to 
reimburse the pensioners. 

The Government indicated it would be 
willing to look at giving pensioners 90 per 
cent of their core entitlements, instead of 80 
per cent. 

However, former Allied Steel and Wire 
workers from Sheerness and Cardiff 
refused, saying they wanted the full pen¬ 
sions they were expecting before ASW col¬ 
lapsed in 2002. 

More than 1,000 steelworkers lost all or 
part of their pensions when the company 
went bust. Nationally, around 125,000 peo¬ 
ple are in similar situations, having lost 
their entitlements when their employers 
folded. 

The MP Derek Wyatt, who represents 
Sittingboume and Sheppey, was among 
Labour members who opposed the changes 
to the Bill. Mr Wyatt said the lifeboat fund 
was “unworkable” and against the law. 

He added: “The illegality of the lifeboat 
scheme would simply have hit the general 
taxpayer, some of whom, we have to say, do 
not have any occupational pensions.” 

The Kent Labour MPs to oppose the fund 
were John Austin (Erith and 
Thamesmead), Paul Clark (Gillingham), Dr 
Stephen Ladyman (South Thanet), Gwyn 
Prosser (Dover and Deal) and Dr Howard 
Stoate (Dartford). 

The Tories and Lib-Dems put forward an 
amendment to the Pensions Bill to set up 
the lifeboat fund. In April the amendment 
was beaten by just 22 votes but it found 
support in the Lords. 

A Government spokesman said the use of 
parliamentary privilege to block the Bill 
was “standard practice”. 

Smoking rap 
for man in van 

A VAN driver in Broadstairs has received 
a caution after he was caught smoking 
inside his vehicle. 

Thanet District Council officers warned 
next time he would face a £50 fine. 

The driver was also cautioned for not 
displaying a “no smoking” sign in his van. 

It’s the first ‘smokefree warning’ issued 
by the council since the new law came 
into force on July 1, banning smoking in 
virtually all enclosed public places and 
workplaces.

LOTTERY chiefs have been 
accused of “bully-bo/’ tactics after 
giving a rural newsagent only 60 
days to improve sales or face los¬ 
ing his licence. 

Derek Richards, who owns Kingsdown 
Village Newsagents, near Dover, received a 
threatening letter demanding his weekly 
sales reached £1,000 or his lottery terminal 
would be removed. 

He believes Camelot, which operates the lot¬ 
tery, has turned on small outlets to push up flag¬ 
ging sales figures. Sales last year were down to 
£4.9million from £5m the previous year. 

Mr Richards now fears for the future of the 
small convenience store and other rural out¬ 
lets if they lose their lottery licences. 

Customers who bought lottery tickets often 
generated valuable extra trade for village 
shops, he said. 

Across the county, many post offices are 
already facing closure and it is feared further 
threats to village stores will hit rural commu¬ 
nities hard. 

Mr Richards said his store is the only lot¬ 
tery outlet within a two-mile radius and one 
of only four surviving shops in the village. 


Sell tickets or 
lose the Lotto 

Camelot is threatening future of 

village shoos, warns newsagent 


“It is an extra worry I shouldn’t 
have. I can’t make people buy 
tickets - they won’t come in 
because they will think they 
are being harassed.” 

He is currently making an 
average of £982 on sales per 
week - just £18 short of 
Camelot’s target. 

“Its bully-boy tactics putting 
pressure on people like me 
because their sales are down,” sa 
Mr Richards. 

The 45-year-old said if he lost the lottery ter¬ 
minal it would be like “another nail in the coffin”. 

He said: “It is taking something else out of 
the village and we are trying to keep things 
in our villages and protect them.” 

Camelot’s letter said: ‘We are committed to 
maximise the returns for Good Causes whilst 
operating within the framework of our 
licence targets and commitments. 

“If your average weekly sales do not 
increase to the minimum level of £1,000 by 
the end of the 60 day period, your Retailer 
Agreement will be terminated and the 
National Lottery terminal removed.” 

But Mr Richards claimed many of his cus¬ 
tomers would be denied the chance to win 
millions and help good causes if the service 
was axed from his shop. 

He said: “I have a lot of elderly shoppers and 
they have said they won’t bother playing if

they can’t get the tickets here because 

its too far to travel anywhere else.” 

Without the lottery Mr Richards is set to 
lose the five per cent he receives from ticket 
sales and the extra trade generated by people 
using the service. 

Nationally, hundreds of shops have 
received the same letter and face losing their 
lottery licences. 

Camelot refused to say how many letters 
were sent to outlets in Kent. 

Spokeswoman Charlotte Gibson said there was 
another outlet a mile hum Mr Richards’ shop. 

She said: ‘We have a weekly sales target 
in place to ensure we are delivering on our 
duty to raise maximum amounts for good 
causes and to do this our terminals need to be 
cited in the absolute best places possible to 
generate these sales.”

Driver alert over 
sat nav thefts

has prompted police to issue advice to 
motorists. 

Thieves have been targeting satellite navi¬ 
gation systems clearly displayed in vehicles.

Should we fund 
this deception? 

CONSIDER this: if you don’t pay your £135 
television licence fee, you soon get a nasty 
letter threatening you with legal action. 

Yet the corporation that benefits from this 
compulsory tax then deliberately cheats its 
trusting viewers in TV phone-ins. 

The BBC admitted faking competition win¬ 
ners on six shows - including charity flag¬ 
ships Comic Relief, Sport Relief and Children 
in Need - while members of the public paid 
to phone in hoping to win. 

This is beyond sleazy. It is a cynical betray¬ 
al of the corporation’s public service remit. 
The dumbed-down BBC needs to get its 
house in order and fast. 

It has already lost a great deal of trust. 
Soon the Government may decide it should 
lose its public funding. 

Load of rubbish 

THE STUBBORN attitude of many Kent 
councils to House of Commons report is like¬ 
ly to anger local residents who are forced to 
pay ever-increasing council tax bills. 

None of the authorities that collect rubbish 
fortnightly say they will consider changing 
back to weekly collections, in spite of 
concerns by an influential group of MPs. 

The Commons’ local government 
committee said there is no evidence to 
support claims alternate collections encour¬ 
age more recycling. 

Yet Kent councils which have already 
adopted alternate pick-ups are sticking to 
their guns and another is still consulting on 
switching to fortnightly collections. 

This pig-headed attitude will win them 
no favours. They should listen to concerns 
rather than dismiss them out of hand.

Muggles to the lot of you 

Potter-mania should be 

celebrated, not mocked.

HARRY Potter. Two 
words that either make 
you recoil or rejoice. 

For rarely has a book had such a 
dividing effect on the population. 
You either love JK Rowling’s 
remarkably successful series - the 
seventh of which landed amid a 
frenzy of expectation on shelves 
this weekend - or you despise it 
with a passion. 

Rarely have I seen the irritation 
levels of some over the simple 
experience of spotting an adult 
reading a children’s book. 

Commuters dipping their nose 
into Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows on the 0715 from 
Sittingboume this week will, it 
seems a given, be scorned by half 
of those in the carriage who can¬ 
not comprehend exactly why a 
grown-up is devouring a book sup¬ 
posedly for children. 

A quick straw poll in the office 
and the complaints seem to rest of 
it being “poorly written” and “over¬ 
hyped” followed by the inevitable 
mocking of an adult reading a 
book about a young boy and his 
wand. Guffaw. 

The reality, of course, is that 
they have completely missed the 
point. Not to mention the fact that 
the majority of them have never 
read a Potter book or simply given 
one a cursory glance with a view 
to mocking it. 

Badly written books where style 
towers head and shoulders above 
substance do not make such an 
impact on the literary world. 

They do not revolutionise the 
concept of reading for successive 


generations; they do not become 
books that will be as popular in 
100 years time as they are today. 
What about Jeffrey Archer and 
Catherine Cookson’s multi-mil¬ 
lion sellers, I hear you cry? Big 
sellers, I grant you, but aimed 
fairly and squarely at an adult 
audience. There’s no cross-demo- 
graphic/gender/age straddling 
which make them a cultural phe¬ 
nomenon. 

What JK Rowling has achieved 
is modem day magic. 

Because if nothing else, the 
National Grid will find itself 
under used this weekend as the 
PlayStation and Facebook genera¬ 
tion unplug the PC and games 
consoles and settle down with a 
book. 

And they will be settling down 
barely able to contain their enthu¬ 
siasm to finally discover what 
happens to Harry and his pals. 

How often does that happen? 
We should feel grateful this has 
happened during our generation. 
This is our Lord of the Rings, our 
Sherlock Holmes. And this is a 
week we will remember because 
of the publication of a book. 

Not a book which has made 
headlines because of controversy, 
but a book with a compelling 


enough storyline to keep millions 
spellbound. 

They may have initially been 
aimed fairly and squarely at the 
young reader, but their ability to

mature from volume to volume 
and to engage on an emotional 
level - perhaps because you least 
expect it, behind the cartoon-like 
cover - is tmly remarkable. 

As is the continuing darker tone 
each volume has so far taken - 
reflecting the child’s descent into 
adolescence and his battle with 
impending adulthood and respon¬ 
sibility. To convey that to both 
child and adult reader alike with¬ 


out plummeting into patronising 
prose is quite an achievement. To 
transform it into a global success 
which crosses borders and cul¬ 
tures is perhaps JK Rowling’s 
finest triumph. 

It also allows that rarest of 
things; for children and parents to 
enjoy together a shared experi¬ 
ence which is not served up by 
those normal avenues of film or 
television. 

So before you mock your col¬ 
leagues or friends over the coming 
days as they look to get through 
the 680 pages which will finally 
resolve the titanic battle of good 
versus evil, before you find it 
amusing to spoil the ending by 
revealing the two characters that 
die, before you tut loudly when 
you get on your train tomorrow, 
think long and hard. 

Don’t recoil, rejoice. Rejoice that 
in a world where the internet pro¬ 
vides our youngsters with the hor¬ 
rors of the world at the click of a 
mouse, and TV is full of mindless 
reality programmes showcasing 
stupid and attention-seeking 
dullards, today they will be 
returning to an old fashioned 
medium which clearly remains as 
powerful today as it ever has done 
in the past; the humble book.

Fines are fine 

Terry Kendall calls for foreign lorry 
drivers to be the subject of on-the- 
spot fines when they are caught 
with defective vehicles (Letters, 

July 15). 

The Freight Transport 
Association fully agrees and, fortu¬ 
nately, so does the Government. 

From early next year the provi¬ 
sions of the Road Traffic Act will 
mean that drivers unable to pro¬ 
vide details of a valid UK address 
will be required to make penalty 
payments at the roadside or risk 
the vehicle being impounded. 

If they subsequently go to court to 
appeal against such penalties then 
the fine will be refunded if the 
court finds in their favour. 

In this way foreign lorry drivers 
will no longer be able to leave the 
country without settling fines relat¬ 
ing to defective vehicles, overload¬ 
ing or working in excess of drivers’ 
hours rules. 

A strict regulatory regime and 


good enforcement has led to an 
admirable safety record for the 
UK’s domestic lorry fleet. 

Sadly, visiting vehicles from 
Europe, in ever larger numbers, do 
not seem to share these same high 
standards. 

FTA members operate almost 
half of all UK lorries. We believe 
that, among other measures, the 
new process of roadside fines will 
indeed make a contribution to 
improving the standards of foreign 
lorries on UK roads.

WORLD RECORD: £1m was paid for Chartwell: Landscape with Sheep

A PAINTING by Sir 
Winston Churchill of his 
Chartwell estate, near 
Westerham, went for 
£lmillion during an 
auction at Sotheby’s. 

The sum was a world record for 
a work by Britain’s wartime prime 
minister and is entitled Chartwell: 
Landscape with Sheep. 

It was painted in the war years 
of the early 1940s and was 
bought by a private collector. 

Chartwell was Churchill’s 
country retreat and benefist from 
magnificent views of the Kent 
and Sussex countryside. 

It was a constant source of 
inspiration for his work until his 
death, aged 90, in 1965. 

He and wife Clementine 
bought the Elizabethan manor 
house in 1922 with money from 
an inheritance windfall but it 
was not until the spring of 1924 


that the pair were finally able to 
move in. 

He began painting as a hobby 
which continued throughout his 
life and his pictures have crept 
up in value in recent years as his 
work becomes more appreciated. 

David Moore-Gwyn, Sotheby’s 
specialist in 20th century British 


art, said: “Chartwell remains 
almost exactly as Churchill left it. 

“A shrine to his memory, it is 
still very possible to appreciate 
the vital role that Chartwell 
played as something of a 
Shangri-la during the most 
important years of Churchill’s 
political life.”

Assisted Living 
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University experts 
are Malaysia bound

TOURISM experts at the 
University of Kent are to carry out 
an in-depth analysis of the indus¬ 
try in Malaysia. 

The tourism research centre at the Medway 
campus has won a grant to carry out the 
work, which will also take in Singapore and 
Indonesia. 

A team will be examining how cross-border 
tourism in the region is impacting on the 
countries, including the trade and investment 
sectors. 

It was made possible with a grant from the 
South East Asian Studies Research 
Committee, part of the British Academy 

The academy advises on national policy in 
the higher education sector and is the UK’s 
leading organisation for supporting research 
into humanities and social sciences. 

The award was granted to CENTICA, the 
University’s Centre for Tourism in Islands 
and Coastal Areas, which was set up last year 
by Dr Mark Hampton. 

He is leading this latest project in partner¬ 
ship with Professor Amran Hamzah of 
Universiti Teknologi Malaysia, based in 
Johor Bahru. 


Dr Hampton said: “The Asia Pacific region 
is the world’s fastest-growing area for 
tourism, so it’s certainly the right place to be 
developing our tourism research. 

“It will be pioneering work into the tourism 
‘growth triangle’ between these three coun¬ 
tries, and I’m excited that the University of 
Kent is at the forefront of the research. 

“We are there to measure the economic 
impact and to see whether the local work¬ 
forces and communities are well placed to 
capitalise on cross-border tourism. 

Backpackers 

“Ultimately, this study could help advise on 
future tourism policy in the region.” 

As well as working in Johor Bahru city, they 
will be visiting the traditional fishing village 
of Kukup, and Bintan Island in Indonesia. 

The bulk of the research data will be gath¬ 
ered by in-depth interviews with local work¬ 
ers and residents. 

Community leaders, academics and 
tourism specialists will also be quizzed about 
the impact of the growing industry in the 
region. 

Last year, Dr Hampton and Professor 
Hamzah also worked together in a £50,000 
research project funded by the Malaysian 
government, to assess the impact of back¬ 
packer tourism in the Asia Pacific region.

Peugeot to be posh 
option in SUV trio? 


JOINT motor projects may save 
development costs, but how do 
you differentiate your product 
when it hits the market? 

This quandary is faced by 
Mitsubishi, Citroen and Peugeot 
with respective versions of an all- 
new sports utility vehicle (SUV). 

Based on Mitsubishi’s replace¬ 
ment for the original Outlander 
4x4 ‘crossover’, it was right that the 
Japanese company got in first. 


Citroen joins the fray this month 
with the C-Crosser while Peugeot’s 
4007 follows in a few weeks, with 
both being able to market the car 
with their renowned diesel engines. 

Both French line-ups start at 
£22,790 though Citroen will almost 
certainly attract bargain hunters 
with its usual incentives, leaving 
Peugeot to chase those who want 
the posh option. 

Like the Citroen, there are just 


two trim levels and Peugeot is mak¬ 
ing much of the car’s ‘green-ness’ 
with the 156bhp 2.2-litre HDi 
diesel’s C02 footprint as low as 
191 g/km, a potential average of 
39.2mpg and 30 per cent biodiesel 
compatibility without modification. 

Interestingly, it is also taking a 
more pragmatic view of the poten¬ 
tial seven-seat capacity and calling 
the layout ‘5+2’ - that rearmost 
pair of seats must be a bit tight.

Suzuki to Splash down soon 



STUNG by demand for the flagship Titanium version of 
Ford’s sporty seven-seat S-Max, Vauxhall has 
responded with a new top of the range trim for 
the Zafira. 

Though outgunned dynamically by the 
award-winning S-Max, the Zafira 
remains the market leader in its 
sector and the new Elite 
(from £18,950) should boost its 
dominance. 

The upmarket package looks 
good value including full leather 
trim, electronic climate control, cruise 
control, sound system with MP3 input, alloys, multi¬ 
function computer, automatic lighting, rain-sensitive windscreen wipers and 
self-dipping interior mirror. 


FROM being virtually dead in 
the water, the revitalized 
Suzuki car brand is making 
quite a splash nowadays - 
and adding a new model to 
add to the impact.

THERE is an amendment to the 
US Constitution stating “every cit¬ 
izen shall have the right to drive 
an automobile with a V8 engine.. 

I’m lying, of course, but this could have been 
enshrined in the Land of the Free’s hallowed 
document and be currently upheld by V8 ver¬ 
sions of the Chrysler 300C. 

If any brand epitomised the V8 car culture in 
the USA, it was Chrysler and the famous 
‘Hemi’ V8 series. As the name suggests, the 
engine used hemispherical combustion cham¬ 
bers for better ignition and output rather than 
the cheaper flathead design that prevailed. 

During the 1960s and 1970s, Chrysler used 
the Hemi design to create ever more powerful 
engines for competition as well as road-going 
‘muscle cars’ like the Dodge Charger - made 
famous as the orange ‘Robert E Lee’ by TV’s 
‘Dukes of Hazzard’. 

Loopiest 

Others included the Plymouth Barracuda 
and now, the loopiest version of Chrysler’s 
impressively retro 300C, the 168mph (0- 
60mph in five seconds) SRT-8 featuring a 
425bhp 6.1-litre Hemi V8. 

Let’s be clear - this is not a PC car. The offi¬ 
cial (aka ‘Driving Miss Dais/) average fuel 
consumption figure for this car is around 
20mpg, but you need your own oil well if you 
drive it hard. 

It is a car that thumbs it nose at global 
warming but, rather like a one-dimensional 
Schwarzenegger screen character, you cannot 
help admiring it. 

The word awesome is overused in the car world, 
but perhaps inadequate to describe how this beef¬ 
cake car delivers the power of its tweaked V8. 

Floor the throttle and there is the briefest 
‘are you really sure you wanna do this?’ 
moment before Warp Factor Nine is unleashed. 

The ample bonnet rises up as power courses 
through the rear pair of 20-inch polished alloy

wheels and the car squats as if the Mitchell 
Brothers tooled up with shooters are riding in 
the back, before snarling off into the horizon. 

When I borrowed our test car - bearing the 
no-doubt coveted registration number ‘300C’ - 
from Whitehouse Maidstone, sales staff admit¬ 
ted that the car’s power could be intoxicating. 

One buyer - who shall remain nameless - 
took delivery of his SRT-8 after a longish but 
understandable wait for one in what I call 
‘Sopranos Black’, and then took it straight off 
through France to holiday in Italy... and a 
run-in with the Gendarmerie. 

He wrote enthusiastically to the dealership: 
“Fantastic car for the money. Great sales staff - 
especially Alistair [Bassett]. I didn’t even mind 
being caught... at 160mph. God Bless America!” 



Even Whitehouse’s dealer principal Mark 
Wood admitted: “It’s a bit of a bonkers car, but 
the 300C generally has found a whole new 
niche in the market for us.” 

He added that buyers so love the presence of 
the big saloon and its Touring (estate) sister 
that 90 per cent also ask for the optional 
‘Bentle/ mesh grille to be fitted in place of the 
standard ‘egg-crate’ design.

No, you don’t get Bentley levels of trimming, 
but lots of leather and comfort at this price 
and the car rides and handles pretty well for 
something as lardy as it is. 

The SRT-8 perhaps underlines that the 
game is up for gas guzzlers, but what a way 
to go -1 just cannot help liking it.

VOLVO could be sold soon to offset 
Ford’s huge debts, but the US car 
giant can take credit for restoring 
the Swedish marque to profitability. 

Recovery began with the S80 executive flag¬ 
ship launched in 1998, establishing a blue¬ 
print for Volvo’s current corporate style: high 
shoulders, scalloped rear wings, a merging 
roof and boot line and a narrow rounded off 
rectangular grille. 

It said goodbye to the ‘armoured car’ look of 
the previous generation 700/900-Series and 
hello to a stylish yet simple new image that 
has served the brand well. 

Compact 

It was no surprise then to see the all-new 
S80 echo this while taking it forward; the 
handsome new model looks more compact and 
lithe than its now dated predecessor, yet is 
actually the same length and slightly wider 
and taller. 

With a slight extension to the wheelbase 
too, the cabin is predictably spacious and 
seats five through good leg and headroom 
even if‘piggy in the middle’ has to sit slight¬ 
ly splay-footed. 


Rear passengers also have their own abun¬ 
dant ventilation and lighting and the level of 
comfort, luxury and kit, even on ‘standard’ SE 
models, shames some brands who consider 
themselves superior. 


And while the interior of the S80 is under¬ 
stated, the quality of materials and design is 
clear with lots of brushed alloy on our car 
and leather as standard, except on the SE 
entry models - the seating design has to 


be one of the most comfortable in this class. 

Much thought has also gone into the posi¬ 
tioning of stowage space and I particularly 
liked the neat sliding cover to the centre 
console bins for cups and the 12v power

The sound system - our mid-range SE Lux 
was fitted with a £1,000 ‘Dynaudio Premium’ 
set-up - has an unfussy and logical display 
that belies the power and clarity of a system 
that includes an in-dash six-CD player.

Behind the wheel, the new S80 marks an 
advance on its predecessor, but is still off the 
pace against the BMW 5-Series, Audi A6 and 
Jaguar S-Type for driver appeal. 

It is fine for the motorways, where the slip¬ 



pery shape and build quality of the S80 
makes for relaxed cruising. 

Away from the straights though, the S80 
loses its refined shape a bit; the Jag, in 
particular, delivers a ride quality and han¬ 
dling package that the S80 cannot match 
even if it fails, in turn, to challenge the Swede 
for cabin and boot space. 

The fidgety ride of the S80 initially suggests 
a chassis tautness that will pay dividends 
when throwing the car into comers, but the 


nose tends to dig in rather than tightening up 
nicely. 

It is by no means a disaster, but so much is 
right about the S80 that it is sad to see it 
compromised in this department. 

The speed-weighted power steering works 
well though and the powertrain on our test 
car was impressive; the Bridgend produced 
Ford 3.2 straight-six is smooth and lively yet 
relatively frugal enough to make a rare case

The car’s six-speed ‘Geartronic’ gearbox was 
also impressive, whether self-changing seam¬ 
lessly in fully auto guise or used in manual 
selection mode where it offers a sportier 
option that the chassis cannot complement, 
sadly. 

Let’s hope that Volvo addresses the S80’s 
Achilles Heel rather earlier in its production 
life than the similar problem with the ageing 
S60 - recently made better, but too late for 
what could have a been a truly great Volvo.

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Rice producer 
has taste for 
growth plans

BRITAIN’S biggest produc¬ 
er of rice is set to take on the 
USA after a £20 million 
expansion plan has come on 
stream. 

Rice magnate Moni Varma has 
vowed to continue with his plan to 
conquer the rice world and make his 
company Veetee a billion dollar giant. 

A new state-of-the-art factory has 
been opened at the company’s 
Rochester headquarters. 

It includes an atmosphere-con¬ 
trolled production line with cleanli¬ 
ness levels equal to a hospital opera¬ 
tion theatre. 

Inside the factory, a new method of 
producing pre-cooked rice is run by 
just a handful of people. Access is 
strictly restricted to reduce contami¬ 
nation. 

Mr Varma was last year’s UK 
Asian Businessman of the Year, and 
was seventh in the top 10 of most 
powerful Asians in Britain. 

Said to be worth around £45 mil¬ 
lion, he started out with a £250,000 
investment in a factory in Perivale, 
London, with £40,000 personal sav¬ 
ings. He moved to Medway in 1990. 

The company is now Britain’s 
biggest supplier of the rice sold in 
supermarket chains as well as 60 
other countries under the Veetee 
banner and ‘own brand’. 

Its range of 10 different types of 
rice is sold to 60 countries. 

Veetee produces 360 million serv¬ 
ings a year - a third of all the super¬ 
market rice eaten in the UK. 

But Mr Varma is determined to 
continue development. He said: “The 


inspect each individual grain and 
test just how white it is. 

Millions were spent on research 
and development of the new process. 

He said: “It produces 6,000 meals 
an hour. It is cooked with steam but 
at a very, very high temperature. 

“The minute it is cooked the meals 
are sealed to keep all the goodness in 
which is why we restrict the number 
of people going in there to avoid any 
contamination. 

“The temperature is just sufficient 
to get the inner core hot enough to 
get rid of heat resistant bacteria. We 
are giving it a lot of heat for five sec¬ 
onds and that does the trick for us. 

Conquering 

“The amount of money we have 
spent on research and development 
is huge. The whole project cost 
around £20m and we spent a lot on 
research and development. 

“I don’t think it’s a great risk - I 
think it’s a challenge.” 

Even rises in interest rates do not 
worry him. He said: “I have been in 
business long enough, and you have 
got to go forward doing the best you 
can. What you lose on the swings you 
sometimes gain on the roundabouts.” 

After opening factories in India, 
Pakistan, Nigeria and Malawi, he is 
concentrating efforts on his UK oper¬ 
ation and has eyes on conquering 
Europe and even the USA. 

He said: “In the new factory, we 
have room for another four of five 
lines to come in. 

“As soon as I have got this on track, 
I am looking to the United States 
and Europe.”

EU rides the 
freight line 

A SENIOR EU official has discussed ways 
of improving Kent’s traffic flow with a 
Euro-MP from the county 

Transport Commissioner Jacques Barrot 
met Richard Ashworth, Tory MEP for the 
South East in Strasbourg last week. 

Mr Barrot said getting more freight onto 
the railways, improving ferry services and 
providing long-term lorry parking facilities 
would ease the traffic bottleneck in Kent. 

He also pointed out that 11 million euros 
of EU cash has been set aside for five pilot 
projects across Europe, of which Ashford 
will be one. 

Mr Ashworth said: “This was an excellent 
and productive first meeting with the com¬ 
missioner. 

“He now understands the scale of the 
transport problems we face in Kent, as one 
of the busiest freight corridors in the EU. 

“We both agreed that infrastructure 
investment and legislation have failed to 
keep pace with growth in traffic volume.” 

The commissioner accepted Mr 
Ashworth’s invitation to come to Kent later 
in the year to see the situation with his own 
eyes and launch the Channel Freight 
Partnership - a new alliance between the 
Channel Corridor Partnership and its coun¬ 
terpart authorities on the other side of the 
Channel.

Welcome relief on OAPs’ mobility aids 


A CHANGE in VAT law has been 
heralded as a “stealth tax relief”. 

The change will help the elderly 
and immobile pay for home equip¬ 
ment to improve their mobility. 

DSH chartered accountants, of 
Maidstone, said over-60s who are 
considering installing a stairlift or 
other mobility aid in their home need 
pay only five per cent VAT, instead of 
the usual 17.5 per cent, where the aid 
is supplied and fitted by a VAT-regis¬ 
tered builder or installer. 

When the Government first 
announced the reduced rate of VAT 
would apply to certain housing alter¬ 


ations for elderly people, no specific 
details were released. But the 
Treasury has amended VAT rules to 
reduce the rate on mobility aids in 
the homes of elderly people. 

Alan Buckett, head of VAT services 
at DSH and author of a number of 
titles on VAT matters, said: “There has 
been much talk of Gordon Brown’s so- 
called ‘stealth taxes’. But this news is 
a welcome ‘stealth relief that many 
elderly people may not be aware of. 

“EU VAT rules prevent full relief 
from VAT, but the rate has now been 
reduced to the minimum allowed. 

“Elderly people should challenge 


builders who are unaware of this 
change and may continue to attempt 
to charge the standard 17.5 per cent 
VAT rate, but if they buy and fit 
these items themselves, they must 
still pay VAT at 17.5 per cent. 

“The changes are in addition to 
existing rules, under which disabled 
persons of any age may already qual¬ 
ify for VAT-free installation of a 
range of mobility aids and other 
alterations to their homes. 

Mobility aids include stairlifts; 
grab rails; ramps; bath lifts; built-in 
shower seats; and walk-in baths with 
a sealable door.

FIRST it was cricket and the 
Twenty20 Cup. And now golf is 
getting in on the act with a quick- 
fire, fast-paced version of the sport 
it hopes will turn on a new gener¬ 
ation to the game. 

As Tiger Woods tackles the challenge of 
Carnoustie in the Open today, looking to defend 
his title over the final 18 holes, golfers will this 
summer get the chance to play 6teesix. 

The new concept promises to be a six-play- 
er-per-team, match-play format event over 
six holes and completed in just 60 minutes. 

And it is being rolled out at a host of 
courses in Kent - as well as elsewhere in the 
UK - in a bid to lure players of all abilities 
back to the golf course. 

Exciting 

Johnathan Callister, chief executive of 
Pentland Golf, which is introducing the com¬ 
petition to its courses in the county, explained: 
‘We think this is a pretty exciting concept. 

“It fits perfectly with our aims to get 
everybody playing golf regardless of age, 
background or previous experience. 

“Because it only takes an hour to get round 
six holes, you have time for a beer afterwards 
before heading home to the family. It’s a bit 
like popping to the gym or a quick game in 
your local squash league.” 

Pentland will stage events at its Austin 
Lodge club near Swanley; The Ridge in East 
Sutton, near Maidstone; Etchinghill near 
Folkestone; and Broughton Golf Club near 
Faversham. 

A number of other courses around the 
county are also involved. 

Based around the Ryder Cup concept, 
teams of six players will compete in pairs in a 
match-play format against pairs from rival 
teams over the six holes. 

Incorporating Texas Scamble rules - 
which rewards both team and individual 
play - the sport is designed to be sociable 
and bring the fun back into the sport. 

Creator of 6teesix, William Anderson who 
lives in Hertfordshire, added: “Surveys 


suggest 3.5 million people play golf each year, 
but are not members of clubs. Meanwhile, the 
English Golf Union’s annual census of clubs 
show memberships have been declining. 

“What we have done is devised a sport 
which, for the existing golfer, is a chance to 
keep your eye in, ready for those three, four or 
five big rounds a year. 

“For the novice, it is a safe way to start 
enjoying the game. 

“The team I play in, for example, has three 
men and three women and only two play

McLaren quick 
to settle iiv'” 


PETER BILLS talks to all-round 
success story of Kent’s season 
- South African Ryan McLaren 


IE has been one of the 
mainstays of Kent’s 
| Twenty20 Cup success, 
as well as impressing 
I in every form of cricket 
this season. He has made fast 
runs, taken key wickets and held 
some stunning catches. 

But try to tell Kent’s South African all- 
rounder Ryan McLaren the Twenty20 
competition is really only about biff and 
bash, and nothing more than a swing and 
hope contest, and you’ll get a surprising 
reaction. 

“I don’t think that’s the case at all,” says 
McLaren. “You do try to enjoy the whole 
event as much as possible. But when peo¬ 
ple say that’s not what the game is all 
about, meaning the way Twenty20 is 
played, I have to disagree. 

“I find, as a cricketer, that you improve 
your skill level quite a bit in all aspects in 
this abbreviated form of the game. Your 
fielding has to be much sharper and the 
accuracy of your bowling has to be a lot bet¬ 
ter. If not, you are going to get punished.” 

B ut what about batting? Isn’t that 
largely a hit-and-hope exercise with 
so few overs available? Again, 
McLaren disagrees. “Of course, you have 
obviously got to get on with it from the 
start. But that need to score quickly con¬ 
centrates your mind and intensifies your 
focus wonderfully. 

‘You are really looking for the length ball 
to hit and you have to play some attacking 
shots. But I don’t think there’s anything 
wrong with that. 

“I firmly believe you can improve your 
skill levels in this form of the game. The 
concentration levels have to be very high 
because every ball is an event. That’s true 
in each form of the game, of course, but 
there is more emphasis in Twenty20. One 
wide or misfield can cost you the game.” 

McLaren has been an invaluable addi¬ 
tion to the Kent squad this season and 


played no small part in guiding the 
Spitfires to the finals day of the Twenty20 
Cup for the first time in their history 

Ironically, McLaren probably had one of 
his rare off days as he looked to make an 
impact on the Nottinghamshire batsmen 
in Wednesday night’s quarter-final at 
Trent Bridge. But it was possibly the only 
blip so far and one every Kent fan will 
overlook given his contributions during the 
group stages. 

He will head back to South Africa at the 
end of the season to play for the Eagles in 
Bloemfontein but admits: “I would like to 
think long term about Kent. 

“I see coming here as improving 
my cricket. It is a great experience 
playing in England and playing 
against top international crick¬ 
eters on a regular basis. 

“Some people criticise English 
county cricket but look at some of 
the players involved in it this sea¬ 
son: the likes of Shane Wame, 

David Hussey, Stephen Fleming, 

Jacques Rudolph, Younis Khan, 

Jason Gillespie, Stuart Law, 
Muttiah Muralitharan and the list 
goes on. 

“The standard of domestic cricket is 
higher here than in South Africa. 

There are very few international 
cricketers playing in South African 
domestic cricket. Here, you find your¬ 
self playing against several 
international players and 
that raises standards. You 
feel almost like you are play¬ 
ing at Test level.” 

O f course, for South Africans, 
Canterbury has become something of 
a home-away-from-home. Graham 
Ford’s biggest impact on the club has been 
drafting in solid talent from his homeland. 

So McLaren has found himself mixing 
with the likes of Andrew Hall, Neil 
Dexter and Martin van Jaarsveld for 
company and advice. Little wonder team 
spirit seems so high. 

McLaren also admits he has found the 
workload quite heavy at Kent, especially as 
an all-rounder. Missing the injured Amjad 
Khan all summer, the county have looked 
to bowlers like McLaren to take the wickets 
required to keep Kent’s season on track. 

“Managing yourself and your season 
from a physical point of view is clearly an 
important issue,” he added. 

“It’s no good taking 20 wickets in the 
first few weeks and then falling down 
injured. But I am aware of that and know 
I need to pace myself. It’s the same with 
all the guys.” 

M cLaren has a flat across the road 
from the St Lawrence Ground at 
Canterbury and, despite the wet 
summer, he has been thoroughly enjoying 
himself. 

“It was strange really. Everyone told me 
April would be cold and wet and I’d 
struggle to adapt. They said May and June 
would warm up and then July would be 
great too. 

“In fact, it has worked out the other way 
round. April was like high summer with 
warm days and good wickets. It’s only since 
then the weather hasn’t been as good!” 

But when you’re as popular a member

become, you don’t worry that much about a 
wet day.

KENT chiefs are warning reach¬ 
ing finals day of the Twenty20 
Cup will not provide the financial 
jackpot the cash-strapped county 
side crave. 

In fact, the money Kent will earn from the 
jaunt to Edgbaston on August 4 will be less 
than a quarter of the cash they would expect 
to take from one Twenty20 group stage game 
at Canterbury 

The Spitfires fired on all cylinders on 
Wednesday to clinch a place in the final four 
as they recorded a nine-wicket win over the 
Nottinghamshire Outlaws at Trent Bridge. 

The win booked them their first-ever place 
at finals day which sees the two semi-finals 
and the final all staged in one action-packed 
day of cricket. 

They face neighbours Sussex in the second 
semi-final, with the winners of the morning’s 
clash between Lancashire or Gloucestershire 
lying in wait for the conquerors. 

Tickets 

Fans are going to have to move fast if they 
want to secure one of the sought-after tickets. 
Each club in the semi-finals will receive just 
1,500 tickets - despite Worcestershire’s home 
ground boasting a capacity of 21,000. 

Out of that figure the club must serve 
members, one-day season ticket holders and 
sponsors. 

Tickets priced £45 and £55 went on sale to 
members on Friday - with any remaining 
going on public sale on Monday week - July 30. 

Jon Fordham, commercial chief at Kent, 
told KoS: “To be honest, I’ve no idea what the 
demand from members will be like. They get 
priority on the tickets, but the Twenty20 Cup 
remains something of an unknown for us. 

“My gut feeling is we’ll have some available 
to sell to the public.” 

But he does not expect the short-term

benefits to boost the club’s finances. 

He added: “I’m not getting excited that this 
will transform our finances this year - 
because it won’t do that one bit. 

‘We’ll get a very small percentage of the 
overall gate. No more than £8,000-10,000. 
Compare that to gross gate receipts of up to 
£50,000 for a home Twenty20 match at 
Canterbury, and its quite insignificant. 

“Plus, you have to add in players’ hotel bills 
for possibly three nights, a cost not originally 
budgeted for, so realistically the money in 
your hand is very little.” 

All the lucrative hospitality available on the 
day is being handled by the host county and 
the ECB - with Kent given no opportunity to 
sell money-spinning packages. 

With a higher percentage of gate money 
coming from Wednesday night’s quarter¬ 
final at Trent Bridge, the club will ironically 
make more money from that game than the 
final itself. 

The ECB deliberately restricts the tickets 
to the host clubs as part of its policy to allow 
access to finals day to as many cricket fans as 
possible. Tickets for the Edgbaston showcase 


have been on sale for some while - and long 
before the finalists were confirmed. 

But Kent’s form this season will bring 
benefits as they finally shrug off their tag of 
one-day also-rans. 

Fordham added: “The biggest spin-off is 
that it has enhanced our credibility in this 
competition. We have played indifferent 
Twenty20 for the first four seasons. 

“Next year when we come to sell hospitality 
and advance tickets, people will hopefully 
recognise that we played some good cricket - 
so the medium term benefits will probably end 
up being more profitable than the short-term. 

“This is not the Road to Damascus for us - 
but it is an interesting diversion which will 
lift the spirits of supporters and staff.” 

Meanwhile, Kent return their focus to 
the four-day game this weekend with 
today marking day three of the County 
Championship clash with Warwickshire.
